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Applicant's request for reconsideration does not place the application in condition 
for allowance. 

Particularly, the claims are unsupported by the German priority document of Nov 
29, 2002. This document discloses a liquid system (pages 3,4; and claims), with 
specific reference to "without gas phase" (page 3, line 27), and no vaporization (page 4, 
lines 10-16), Applicant's claims recite sweep gas in claim 1 and pervaporation in claim 
3, which requires gas phase. ^ 

With respect to the Wycullis reference, Wycullis teaches and claims removal of 
undesirable fractions from hydrocarbons through permeate using pervaporation, which 
anticipates the claims. Aromatics, is an undesirable component. With respect to 
removal of aromatics from hydrocarbons well known, applicant's own admission, Pre- 
Grant Publication at paragraphs 3 and 20. These paragraphs admit that the subject 
matter of claims 1 and 3 are known in the art. With respect to the arguments about 
inherency, Wycullis teaches removal of undesired components from liquid 
hydrocarbons, and aromatics is an undesired component. [T]he PTO can require an 
applicant to prove that the prior art products do not necessarily or inherently possess 
the characteristics of his [or her] claimed product. Whether the rejection is based on 
inherency' under 35 U.S.C. 102, on prima facie obviousness' under 35 U.S.C. 103, 
jointly or alternatively, the burden of proof is the same... [footnote omitted]." The burden 
of proof is similar to that required with respect to product-by-process claims. In re 
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Fitzgerald, 619 F.2d 67, 70, 205 USPQ 594, 596 (CCPA 1980) (quoting In re Best, 562 
F.2d 1252, 1255, 195 USPQ 430, 433-34 (CCPA 1977)). 

With respect to the 103 rejection, motivation to combine is stated in the rejection. 
Specifically, the teaching of Wycullis of the principle of use of a sweep gas is being 
used in the teaching of Ueda. Applicant's arguments in this regard are not 
commensurate with the rejection.
